The Doctor is an amazing, eccentric 
brave and sometimes dangerous man. 
He’s also a Time Lord from a long-dead 


planet called Gallifrey, which makes 


him the last of his kind. He is over 900 


years old and he's not even a doctor 
~ it’s just a name he’s chosen. 


Time Lords were once an incredibly 
powerful race. They discovered the 
secrets of time travel, but chose to 
use this to watch events rather than 
to become involved. 

The Doctor was bored with this, 
so he chose to steal a time machine 
— called a TARDIS — and explore the 
universe. By his own admission, he 
does tend to break Time Lord rules 
and get involved.

PROFILE 


The Doctor’s home is his 
TARDIS, which stands for Time 
And Relative Dimension In 
Space. TARDISes used to be 
‘grown’ on Gallifrey but now 
the Doctor’s TARDIS is the 

last in the universe. 

The ship is meant to be able to disguise 
itself wherever it goes, but when the Doctor 
landed in London in 1963, the controls stuck 

and the ship stayed in the shape of a old 
police box. At one point, these boxes 
could be found throughout the UK. 
The dimensions of the TARDIS 
are different inside to those outside, 
meaning it’s much bigger on the inside 
than you would imagine! 


it is thought that the war was started 
because the Time Lords sent the Doctor 
back in time to destroy the beginning of 
the Dalek race. The Doctor tried in vain 
to stop the war, but all his people and 
the Daleks were destroyed as a result. 
The Doctor later discovered, 
however, that some Daleks had 
survived the war, as had another Time 
Lord, an old enemy called the Master.
